Mrs Willams, secretary of the 
Hampstead Council of Social 
Service, told me: “We have a 
rather exceptional community of 
writers, artists and musiclans— 
people who are probably very 
sensitive, and more easily dis- 
couraged and depressed {ft they 
find thelr art not appreciated.”

After talking to all these 
people vitally concerned with 
the problem, it scemed that the 
reason fer so suicides 
could only. be found by examin- 
ing Individual cases. 

What, for instance, lay under 
the vivacious exterior of the 
girl | mentioned ot the start? 

“She is an educated, person- 
able young woman," her doctor 
told me. “But if her story was 
made into a flm—aon X-film, of 
courso—people would decry it uf 
unbelievable.” 

An extreme case, But many 
outwardly normal people have 
complicated cmotional back- 
grounds, Hers goes a long way 
to explaining repeated attempts 
at suicide. But there ore men 
and women suictdes, with similar 
problem backgrounds, all over 
the country. Why should there 
be more of them in Hampstead? 

Two doctors, currently, 
tabulating suicide case histories 
in Hampstead, believe that most 
of those who kill themselves are 
depressives, and one of the 
doctors, police surgeon Philip 
Hopkins—a Hempstead G.P.-~ 
told me: : 

“It isn’t so much that people 
living tn single rooms become 
depressed, as that depressed 
people seek to withdraw from 
society by diving in single 
rooms,” 

Now Hampstead’s room set-up 
becomes a vital factor, 

Firstly: It 1s o natural choice 
for thousands of restless mon 
and women who leave their pro- 
vinclal homes to battlo for exlst~ 
ence in London. Often their 
restlessness hos an emotional 
beekground.
